Around  mid-1992,  I  received  from  Ruth  Goldberg  photocopies  of  a  few  e;<- 
tracted  pages  from  the  attached  Feuchtwanger  Document.  Pages  S4  and  91 
thereof  refer  to  certain  persons  with  cur  family  name  Oettinger. 

I  am  preserving  the  Information,  even  though  I  have  found  no  direct  ccn- 
nection  to  our  family,  al though  I  suppose  that  they  too  descend  from 
the  persons  <described  elsewhere),  who  lived  in  Oettingen,  emigrated  from 
there  under  pressure  to  'the  East '  and  adopted  the  Oettinger  name  in 
commemorat i on  of  their  oriqins. 


Meanwhile,  I  have  found  that  my  original  idea  of  identifying  all  existing 
ior    previously  existing)  Oettingers  is  a  virtually  impossible  task;  and 
I  have  abandoned  any  further  search  for  further  relatives.  However .  the 
data  contained  in  the  attached  material  may  be  of  some  use. 


Some  of  the  people  nientioned  in  the  Feuchtwanger  document  emigrated  to 
the  U.S.  and  there  made  their  hörne  at  Groton ,  MA.  I  wrote  there  and  re- 
ceived vary  courteous  col laborati on  from  Mr.  Brown,  who  is  currently 
Archivist  and  Department  Head  at  the  Groton  Schocl ;  and  personal ly  knew 
some  (and  continues  to  know  some  others)  of  these  Oettingers. 

I  eventualiy  notified  Mr.  Brown  that  I  was  abandoning  my  efforts  to  find 
more  relatives;  however ,  I  do  not  wish  to  destroy  the  material  which  I 
had  obtained  previously.

While  I  had  known  that  there  existed  many  Oettingers  in  Germany  (and  pre— 
sumably  also  eisewhere) ,  I  was  astounded  to  see  this  long  list.  Presumably 

all  these  Oettingers  are  interrelated  through  a  man  Mordechai  Model,  who 
lived  in  Oettingen  and  had  six  children,  born  between  1637  and  1667. 

CI  wrote  in  late  1990  a  paper  ("Where  does  our  Family  Name  OETTINGER  come 

from?"),  after  I  had  visited  the  town  of  Oettingen  in  summer  1990;  I  was 
there  a  second  time  in  October  1991.] 


Now,  being  aware  of  the  massive  number  of  people  wi th  our  family  name, 
I  have  deeided  to  abandon  my  original  idea  of  trying  to  find  ALL  Oettingers 
and  establish  'how  they  fit  together  '  ;  it  would  obviously  be  a  gigantic 
undertaking,  which  I  am  not  prepared  to  even  begin. 


This  will  also,  indirectly,  answer  your  question  as  to  whether  or  not  I 
would  want  to  obtain  laore  Information  on  the  three  sons  of  Ernst  Ludwin 
Loewenberg  and  his  wi-fe  Margarete  (nee  Oettinger).  A-fter  all,  since  Morde— 
chai  Model  's  birth  (~  1600)  al most  4  centuries  have  passed;  and  if  one 
figures  3  generations  per  Century  and  an  average  o-f  4  o-f-fspring  per  family 
one  would  come  up  with  4''12  direct  descendants,  equal  to  almost  17  million! 
(And  this  doesn't  even  consider  the  spouses ! ) . 


So,  I  am  at  this  point  just  consol idati ng  the  various  data  which  —  as  the 

qenealogist  (nolens  volens)  of  my  family  —  have  accumulated  over  the  years 

and  trust  that  this  effort  will  suffice  to  eventually  grant  me  a  reasonably 
good  accommodation  in  the  beyond.  If  not,  so  be  it!

Also  his  ntother,  Hrs.  RECHA  OETTINGER  (nee  Kau)  Ewidow  o-f  JOSEPH  0ETTINGER3 
apparently  lived  at  Groton,  after  Immigration  to  the  United  States  in 
1945.  She  was  bcrn  at  Fuerth  (Bavaria)  in  1875:  and  doubtlessly  is  no 
longer  living.
